PARIS, June 4.—Hopes are held out 
that the Council of Four will reach an 
agreement on revision, of the German 


Peace Treaty by tomorrow, but the logic 
of the situation points to greater delay. 

Everything known on the subject indi- 
cates Lioyd George has not. yet suc- 
ceeded in convincing Clemenceau that 
the changes which the British Premier 
proposed this week were advisable. Ex- 
perts of the allied powers are working 
on the British proposals and. the German 
requests with a view to reporting their 
opinions, and it is understood that some 
discussion of the problems involved in 
revising the treaty took place this af- 
ternoon at the session of the Big Four. 

Nothing has yet appeared to show a 
disposition on the port of the French to 
consent to any material amendment of 
the‘ treaty terms, even where it is pro- 
posed only to touch the machinery for 
carrying out the treaty and not interfere | 
with its principles. 

The situation apparently remains as 
it was described in my dispatch on Tues- 
day. President Wilson occupies the po- 
gition of spectator on the sidé lines, 
leaving Cleménceau and Lioyd George 
to work out the solution.

— The separatist 
movement in the Palatinate and the 
Rhenish Provinces has aroused so. much 
intignation elsewhere in Germany that 
political leaders of all parties hasten t6 
disavow ahy connection with it.

Some persons in Berlin declare quite 
openly that they are about to organizé 
a league for the punishment of those 
held to be guilty, of high treason after 
the fashion of the mediaeval secret 
courts, whose membérs when they 
agreed on a death sentence, bound 
themselves also to execute it, no matter 
what danger they might encounter. This 
threat is not to be taken lightly. 


Junkers Said to Back Movement. 


The laboring classes in the regions 
named, according to the Berlin view, 
are united against separation from Ger- 
many. The demonstrative strikes called 
in the respective districts. are cited as 
proof of this. It is suspected here that 
the men who. thus far have lent their 
names to the movement were backed 
secretly by a few members of the landed 
aristocracy and some captains of indus- 
try, who thus hope to escape the reckon- 
ing which may be awaiting them. 

The Separatist movement in Hanover 
is not taken quite so seriously, because 
it is said here to be inspired by only 
a few aristocratic families belonging to 
the old Welfen elements, which do not 
bal re to separate from Germany but 

ly from Prussia. Indeed, there was 
a time when the present Government 
did not seem opposed’ to such separation, 
but then merely & republic of Hanover 
was thought possible, and a séparate 
kingdom was not proposed.

WASHINGTON, June 5.—The contro- 
versy over the coples of the treaty of 
peace with Gerniény which have found 
their way to. private hands in New 
York, as stated by Senators Lodge and 
Borah, raged in the Senate today for 
nearly four hours.

After discussing the labor legislation 
provisions of the covenant, and quoting dress, 
President Wilson, Samuel Gompers, and 
several foreign statesmen in their favor, 
Mr. Andrews, who said he was a Repub- 
lican, continued: 

“Senator Lodge apparently learned 
for the first time of these. provisions, 
and announces that when employers and 
employes in this country leatn of them, 
there is going to be something in the 
nature of a sensation.’’ 

Mr. Andrews argued that the labor 
legislation provided for in the covenant 
would be of advantage to ail nations in 
the world, and of especial advantage to 
the United States, particularly to em- 


in-| Ployers in this country. He said the 


adoption of improved labor standards in- 
ternationally would wipe out! the handi- 
cap against American industry in sell- 
ing. in competition with the products of 
“cheap foreign labor,” because it would 
do away with the differential against 
the United States, which has resulted 
from higher standards of wages and 
working conditions. 

On the other hand, he asserted, this 
movement for the internationalization of 
high labor’ standards would make pods- 
sible legislation for’ the benefit of 
American workingmen.

SHIPS TO LATIN AMERICA. 

When Chairman Hurgtrr told the 
delegates’ to the Pan American Com- 
mercial Conference that the value of 
the trade between the United States 
and Latin America in 1918 was 
$1,750,000,000, and therefore greater 
than the trade of Latin America with 


.the rest of the world in that. year, 


and in the next breath announced 
that the Shipping Board had planned 
a vast improvement in the steamship 
service between this country and the 
countries of Latin America, it was 
notice to the exporters of the United 
States that they must give diligent 
attention to the .wants of their cus- 


tomers in the Far South, or the great’ 


total of trade for 1918 will. shrink to 
the dimensions of the pre-war period. 
And it follows, of course,: that if our 
exporters do not wake up and show 
themselves energetic and accommo- 
dating, the expanded steamship service 
will ‘ghrink, too. Eternal vigilance 
will be the price of keeping most of 
the trade that American merchants 
won from theif European rivals: dur- 
ing the great conflict.. The British, 
the French, and, in the evolution of 
reconstruction, the Germans will bid 
for their old share of business with 
the Latin Americans, and will get it 
if they offer ,better goods than our 
own people and make a living price 
with satisfactory terms. of credit. 
American bankers and. wherchants 
must co-operate with ths Shipping 
Board if its Latin-American fleet is 
to keep the seas. The European rival 
gave léng credits, made goods to or- 
der, packed them securely, and sent 
out selling: agents who: could speak 
Spanish and had friendly business 
manners. Too many of the Amer- 
fcans who solicited trade ‘too often 
adopted a take-it-or-leave-it policy, 
insisted on short credits, packed in 
théir own way, not in the way of their 
customers, (they haven't learned to 
pack well yet,) and had ‘little regard 
for the. susceptibilities of the: Latin 
Americans, ‘The Bulletin of the Pan 
American Union is still giving advice 
to salesmen going down south.

result of carelessness and negligence in 
astonishing combination — yesterday's 
explosion in a coal mine. near Wilkes- 
Barre. seems from present information 
to have been one. 

Wels “the rear. of & crimh: Of oa 
carrying into ‘the mine the ‘men of the 
day shift there had been placed a car 
loaded with the black powder used for 
biasting. What followed it would be 
éxaggeration to call what, was to be 
expected in such circumstances, but it 
was something so easily possible, to the 
khowledge of all concerned; that upon 
somebody certainly lies a heavy respon- 
sibility for neglecting precautions dic- 
tated by common sense as well as by 
experience. 

The heavily charged ively wire above 
the train broke, the sparks from one of 
its fallen ends exploded the powder, and 
in an instant ‘the tunnel was filled with 
dead and dying men—the dead burned 
beyond recognition and the dying suf- 
fering tortures from injuries only: less 
extensive, and harder to bear. f 

Of late years much has been done, 
partly. under: compulsion of the. law and 
in part voluntarily, by the operators of 
coal mines to make less dangerous an 
industry that will always have its 
perils. An advance in this direction 
presumably had been made at this par- 
ticular mine, as all: through the . an- 
thracite region, but evidently the 
cautions taken did not include that of 
not carrying large numbers of men in 
closé proximity. to large quantities of 
powder. At any rate, they did not in- 
clude it always, and the consequence 
was a disaster exceeded in horror, by

But though individual min- 
ers, unless constantly watched; are sure 
to take needless liberties with explo- 
sives and cannot be much blamed.for it, 
no such excuses are to be found for 
the executive officials in charge «of 
mines. At this time, when miners are 
so scarce and their services s0 essential 
to prevent a coal famine next Winter, 
such officials might reasonably be ex- 
pected to be especially vigilant, not 
only to protect the lives of their work- 
ers, but as well to: guard. national in- 
terests. And that they were not vigi- 
lant in this instance is self-evident.

He Stands. with some confidence 
that -the British Government was too 
busily. engaged just now with too many 
really important matters to have any 
leisure for -considering. questions of 
precedence as between the several digni- 
taries of the realm. Such cohfidence 
would be ill founded. 

By one of the ‘’ Orders in Council ” 
by which the British Cabinet exercises 
powers that sometimes seem remarkable 
in countries like our own, it has de- 
cided, this week, that the Speaker of the 
House of Commons, while an inferior 
person in comparison with royalty, the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, the Prime 
Minister, the Lord High ‘Treasurer,’ the 
President of the Council, and other 
dignitaries, shall sit above and walk be- 
fore Dukes, Marquises, and Harls, as 
well as the bearers of all other ae and 
of none. 

So that is settled, and it out the 
Speaker of the House at exactly the 
height of social eminence deserved, in 
British opinion, because of his selection 
to preside over a legislative body. so 
ancient, so venerable, and so powerful 
as the House of Commons, The Ameri- 
can inclination to smile at this deter- 
mination may well be restrained.

Auditors Repért Big Sum Missing at 
Michigan Institution. 


LANSING, Mich., June 5.—A shortage 
of upward of $1,000,000 in the accounts 


of Jackson Prison has been discovered, 
according to a report made today by 
the Detroit Trust compesy to the special 
session of the State Legislature.

that large quantities of binder twine, 
live stoc and other 
disappeared from the prison and that 
there is no record of it. In the twine 
account alone $754,014.34 is declared un- 
accounted for.

Portugal’s President Reconsiders 
Resignation at Request of Congress. 


LISBON, June 4.—President Cato y 
Castro presented his resignation to Con- 
gress today. ‘Congress, amid acclama- 
tions, voted to ask the President to re- 
consider his action.
